In the meantime he’ had suffered, 
and although his. innocence was 
firmly established, it will not.be an 
ensy thing for him from now on in 
this buay- world, Some will think 
he should ‘have been out. looking 
for a job. 

It is entirely: probable that the 
way he chose to use his newly found 
freedom was..the most profitable 
one possible. In the quiet hap- 
piness of those days the conyletion 
wes perhaps -borne in upon him 
that there is an immutable law of 
justice operating In the affairs of 
mén, however clouded and tardy 
the human expression, of it may 
seem.
